Turner claims to be Grand Sheik of 
all the Moorish Science Temples in Connecticut and part of 
Hew : York. Turner’s aim is to abolish the words "Negro” and 
"colored" and describes himself ..as a Hoslin Moroccan. Be 
considers all Hegroes in the United States as Moroccans and 
has in the past praised the manner in which the Soviet Union 
has operated in the United nations. Information available to 
the Bureau indicates that Turner has in the past resided at 
502 Jefferson Avenue, Brooklyn, Hew York, and 2156 Main Street, 
Bart ford, Connecticut..

For the last four years the nonviolent method has been applied to .the 
problem of public accommodations, and has proven itself effective in this area. 

We have .come to realize that segregation in public accommodations was a symptom 
rather than a cause. Now we are trying to apply the method of nonviolence to 
the problem of disenfranchisement which has plagued the Negroes in the South for 
almost one hundred years. Thus we hope to deal with the cause of most of the 
problems that face Negroes. We feel that if once the Negroes in the South gain 
the right to equal representation in government, many of the problems that aren’t 
being dealt with by the southern racist governments can and will be dealt with by 
moderate whites, and Negroes who haven’t a chance to get into office as long as 
Negroes are kept' from freely registering to vote. 



I, PROGRAM - The Negroes of Alabama will be organized into/a unit that can 
Affectively carry out a state-wide nonviolent campaign. Therefore, the 
program will ‘consist of organizing around the issues: 1) Taxation 

without representation, 2) Mass nonviolent education, 3) The conducting 
of freedom registration, and. mock elections to send men to the HBuse of 
Representatives and Senate of Alabama to represent Negro people, 4).

The Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, a daily newspa 
published in Philadelphia, in its two-star final edition, of 
January 23, 1965, contained an article captioned "Rustin Asserts 
Teachers Must Band Together," 







The article reflected that Bayard Rustin, civil rights 
organizer, told more than 600 teachers on January 22, 1965, that 
the answer to school inequities in Philadelphia lies in a strong 
teachers’ union- Rustin called for teachers to "vote 100 per cent 
for the union" in the February ‘1st election for an exclusive 
bargaining agent for the city's public school teachers. 

The article indicated that Rustin read endorsements from 
the Reverend Doctor Martin Luther King and A. Philip Randolph, 
backing the American Federation of Teachers, AFL-CIO, in the elections 
against the Philadelphia Teachers Association, 

Rustin read a letter from Doctor King, which said, in part: 

"Associated with the labor movement, they (PFT 
leaders) have, like the whole labor movement, 
taken forthright positions on expanding educational^ 
opportunities and improving educational quality, 

"Their moral commitment to sound educational 
opportunities and policies for pupils — and fair 
personnel practices for teachers — would bring great ' 
gains to 270,000 children in the city of Philadelphia," 

The article continued that Randolph, President of the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters, AFL-CIO, and the Negro American 
Labor Council, and director of the March on Washington, praised the

In ,v The Saturday Evening Post,*’ issue of July 11-18, 
1964, page 76, Bayard Rustin is the subject of a feature 
article captioned "The Lone Wolf of Civil Rights." In 
it, Rustin is said to have come to Mew York in 1938, 
as an organizer for the Young Communist League (YCL), 
and as such, he had the job of recruiting students for 
the "Party." Furthermore, the article reports that 
during his first years in New York, Rustin gave most 
of his earnings to the "Party." He reportedly left the 
"Party" in 1941, the article states. 




The YCL has been designated pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

The "Daily Worker," February 11, 1957, page one, column two, 
reported that Bayard Rustin, Executive Secretary, War Resisters 
League, was an observer at the 16th National Convention of 
the Communist Party, United States of America (CP, USA), held 
in New York City, on February 9=12, 1957. 

The "Daily Worker" was an east coast Communist publication 
until it ceased publication on January 13,.
